The Isw pro- 
vides for the appropriation of 
P10,000,000 for this purpose. Ir 
was, discoveted yesterday, how- 
ever, that owing to the fact that

THE INTERPORT GAMES. , 
_ & meeting of the newly formed 
Hongkong Lawn Tennis Associa- 
tion, called for the purpose of dis- 
cussing rules and the making 
of arrangements for the coming 
interpor, matches, was held in the 
cricket pavilion of the Hongkong 
Cricket Club last evening. Mr. R. 
Hancock presided and there were 
also present Dr. W. J. Woodman 
(Hon: Secretary), Major Green- 
Mr. A. O. Brawn and 

En Hin Fap. 

Dr. Woodman read a letter from 
the Secretary of the Shanghai 
Lawn Tennis Azsociation sccept- 
ing the invitation to send 2 Shang- 
hai team to Hongkong in Novera- 
ber. Every effort would be made 
to secure the best available team. 
The suggestion of Hongkong that 
each port should be represented 
by two pairs and two singles play- 
ers, making eight matches in all, 
was concurred in. . 

Considerable discussion took 
place regarding the date, and it 
was felt some difitalty arose is 
fixing this, owing to the fact that 
no intimation had yet been = re- 
ceived from Singapore. 

The Chairman thought it would 
be advisable to artange the date 
in order to coincide with the visit 
of the Shanghai Cricket team on 
the Bth November, He explained 
that the matches would las three 
day3. 

Eventoaliy it waa decided in the 
event of Singapore accepting the 
jnvitation, to hold the fixtare the 
week following the Cricket inter- 
port, but if Singapore were unable 
to send a team, the teanis matches 
should be arranged for the cricket 
week, . : 

Regarding the selection of the 

Hongkong team, it was the general 
view that this could well he left 
over uotil = later date the Chair- 
man pointing out that in the 
meantime arrangements could he 
made for practice games which 
could he attended by the Selection 
Committee, who would then be 
better able to judge the merits 
of the players. Dr. Woodman, 
Major Greenaway, Mr. H. A. 
Nesdit and Mr. Ng Sze Kwong 
were appointed » Committee to 
make the necessary further ar- 
rangements. 
“The Secretary laid befo. the 
meeting a copy of the rules oz the 
Shanghai Lawn Tennis Associa- 
tion, with the view to their adop- 
tion by the Hongkong Association. 
These were gone through at some 
length and considerably revised, 
it being generally agreed that the 
Shanghai rules, whieh were draft- 
ed on similar lines to those obtain- 
ing in England, were altogether 
too elaborate and might with ad- 
vantage be curtailed and simpli- 
fied. It waa mentioned that there 
were about 20 Tennis Clubs in the 
Colony, and thet each one would 
be called upon to pay an affiliation 
fee of $10 to the Association. It 
was arranged that the annual 
meeting of the Association should 
be held in January of each year, 

The Secretary promised to draw 
up and have printed a. re 
vised copy of the rules, which, 
he said, would be sent out 
to esch elub, and would be sub- 
mitted for approval to a general 
meeting of the Asselation to be 
held on the 18th October.
